Saigo n (UPI)—I dro v e unchallenged into the heart o f 
America’s Tan Son Nhut air base Saturday during a base 
alert, with Communist raiders 500 yards inside the air­ 
field’s o uter defenses. 
Co rrespondent Ray F. Herndon and I ro de o nto the 
base in a civ ilian jeep. We dro v e into the base’s helico pter 
sectio n thro ugh an unguarded gate. 
Our jeep no sed into the helipo rt, past signs reading 
“ Operatio ns” and “ VIP.” Ughts blazed in to e hetteo pter 
hangàr and nearby shacks, but there was no o ne aro nnd. 
A cfozen helico pters sat in fro nt o f the hangar. 
Herndon suggested that if we had white paint we 
might daub “ Bo o m bo o m, Got ya” on the no se o f the 
unguarded helico pters. But we did not feel humo ro us. 
“ I’d feel better if I saw so me guards around. You 
nev er know what’s hi the shado ws,” he said. 
We go t o ut o f the jeep and lo o ked. There was no thing 
in the shado ws. In to e welMit hangar o ffice, which we in- 
spected thro ugh a window, we saw neatly stacked papers 
and an empty co ffee cup. 
Only three days ago Viet Cong raiders struck the base 
with mo re than 150 mo rtar and reco illess rifle shells. 
The gttack killed eight perso ns and wounded 128 on the 
base, which ho uses the headquarters o f the U.S. Army and 
Air Fo rce in South Vietnam. 
We to o v e back tinrongh to e base, past co mhat-ready 
guards who nev er hailed as. 
The o nly difficulty we enco untered was at the all- 
night mess hall. 
A co nscientio us Air Fo rce mess sergeant there tele­ 
phoned his co lo nel to make sure it was all right to seU 
us a cup o f ccrffee.

The party of Abraham Lincoln some- 
whefe along the way lost the love and flec­ 
tion of Negroes and, in the big northern cities, 
their vote. The Negro vote in the South in 
the past has been neglible. ^ 


With new legislation and a push for 
registration of Negro voters in the South 
this is changing. While the southern Ne­ 
groes may feel obligated to the nationhl 
Democratic Party they have little reason 
to support Southern Democrats, who have 
used every means possible to slow down 
integration and hinder the civil rigMs 
movement. 
* 
• 
* 
Some Republicans see this as a great op­ 
portunity for the development of a true two- 
party system in the South. Two groups of Re­ 
publicans have urged that the party grab the 
“torch of reform” and go after the Negro 
vote in the South. 
One of these groups is a citizens organiza­ 
tion built around the former Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration officials and the other is a Yale 
University group. They argue that the GOP 
should base its appeal in the South to whites 
who are moderate on the racial issue and to 
Negros who wish to improve their social and 
tconomie conditions. 
This is the opportunity for the Republican 
Party. 


The cross is the image left by the 1964 
Gold water campaign which attracted th a 
white segregationists. Some of the current ^ 
publican candidates in Mississifipi and Ala­ 
bama are right-wing segregationists. 
Richard Nixon’s offer to go anywhere in 
the South to help his party raise campaigi 
funds have some RepublicaiM uneasy. How he 
can do this and not appear to be «idorsing or 
appearing with candidates of this stripe is 
cause for their concern. 
If Nixon takes the strong civil rights 
stance he took as vice president he mi g h t 
accomplish what the two groups hope fwr, but 
in so doing could alienate the right wing GOP 
candidates in Mississippi and Alabama.

Charles Percy, Republican candidate 
for the United States Senate from Illinois, 
told the Mississippi Council on Human Re­ 
lations in Jackson: “As much as any Re­ 
publican, I am anxious to see the South in 
the Republican column on election day, 
but not for the reasons that it was there 
on Election Day 1964.“

It is this forthright approach which offers 
hope for the long-range goals of the Republi­ 
can party in the South, and the party will be 
near-sigbted if it tries to build on the element 
attracted by the 1964 campaign. 
Reapportion Again in ’71 


The detailed view of reapportionment of 
the Nebraska Legislature, as laid down by a 
panel of federal judges, is not only reason­ 
able but entirely logical.

In following up their earlier approval 
of the final reapportionment law passed 
by the 1965 Legislature, the Judges hinted 
broadly that the senators might be ex­ 
pected to redo the apportionment job aft­ 
er up-to-date census figures are available 
in 1970.

The 1971 Legislature might even be ex­ 
pected to do a better job of distributing pop­ 
ulation among the legislative districts than did 
the 1965 session, the judges suggested. 
It has been assumed generally that Ne­ 
braska now would make a practice of re­ 
apportioning its Legislature every 10 years. 
Voters of the state gave at least tadt 
approval to this procedure in 1962 when they 
apfiroved a constitutional amendment on ap­ 
portionment which included the provision that 


“the Legislature may redistrict the state from 
time to time, not more often than once in 10 
years.” 
Barring adoption of the Difkswi amend­ 
ment, apportionment in the future will be on 
a strictly population basis. Changing popula­ 
tion patterns will demand reapportionment 
every 10 years. 
There was good reason for the judges not 
to press for more exact distributiwi in toe 
1965 apportionment since official population 
figures were pretty badly outdated. No one 
could say wito much certainty what pres- 
’ ently constitutes population equity. 
But toe 1971 Legislature will have current 
figures at hand. And, as the judges warned, 
the Legislature is not entitled to infer that 
the 20% population variance permitted in 1965 
will be condoned in 1971.

Getlein says though in Avery’s pictures 
there is a place identification with the New 
England shore. Cape Cod especially and the 
beaches of Maine, they are “quite appropriate 
in Lincoln . . . If you stand at toe principal 
Intersection in downtown Lincoln, you grad­ 


ually realize that you can look in four direc­ 
tions and see absolutely nothing at the ends, 
of toe streets. North, south, east, west, you 
are gazing from Main Street to infinity. That

Back From the Brink 


Wadiington—Those who have been say­ 
ing that only toe wwst could happen in Sai­ 
gon—collapse of the government and a de­ 
feat-laden withdrawal by the U.S.—may well 
be wrong. 
The way is beginning to 
open so that toe worst can foe 
averted and possibly toe best 
can be achieved—an elected, 
c i v i l i a n government with 
enough stability to enable 
the military to defend toe na­ 
tion singlemindedly and with­ 
out a crumbling base in Sai- 
gon. 
This prospect rests on 
Drummond 
two developments which seemed perilously 
beyond reach only a few days ago: 
1. An unequivocal decree by the military 
directorate providing for a general elec­ 
tion “in three to five months.” 
2. Hie apparent decision of toe Buddhi^ 
and Catholic leaders that this meets their 
demands. The fact that the Buddhists turned 
toehr scheduled “protest march” into a “vic­ 
tory march” suggests that it is a firm de­ 
cision.

More Flexible 


If toe Buddhist and the Catholic leaders 
had all insisted upon their demand for toe 
immediate overthrow of the Ky regime be­ 
fore the elections, there very likely would 
have been no agreemwrt, no elections—and 
maybe no government.

an earlier date for toe elections and toe gen- 
'erals to remain in charge until the voting, 
•^after which they are committed to yield to 
. ‘civilian rule.

And wbat does this mean? Unless there

. Premier Ky has proved himself more flexible 
than many expected and that toe Buddhists

There is no doubt that South Vietnam 


was on the brink ,of irreparable deterioration 
and it was entirely reasonable that mern- 
bers of Congress should begin saying that, if 
its leaders are willing to torow toeir nation 
into the lap of the Viet Cong, toe U.S. cannot 
and does not intend to defend South Vietnam 
against its will.

Limited Elections 


But both the government and its power­ 
ful critics have stepped back from the brink. 
With much of the countryside still under 
Viet Cong domination, toe elections will have 
to be limited to the secure parts of the na­ 
tion and cannot, therefore, be as meaning­ 
ful as they would be if delayed until more 
of the country was freed.

But toe demand for civilian government 
chosen by as many South Vietnamese as are 
free te vote is p<ditically healthy. It rests on 
long grass-roots experience with self-govern­ 
ment. It is in no way artificial. The nation’s 
4& provincial and city councils are all popu­ 
larly elected. In none of them is there any 
trend toward the Viet Cong or the neutralists.

The protests demanding that military rule 
be replaced by an elected government have 
understandably had anti-Amorican overtones. 
Many South Vietnamese could only see the 
U.S. hand-in-glove with the military in Saigon. 
But we could only work wito toe govern­ 
ment that existed. The U.S. will welcome toe 
elected successor. 
On such a basis toe alliance would be 
healthier and toe war effort would be strong­ 
er.

The present de­ 
sign of Congress gives to each 
geograpical

same number, of senators re­ 
gardless of its population. 
The recent Supreme Court 
decision says in effect that 
since the majority of the pop­ 
ulation is now in large cities, 
all decisions shall be m a d e 
with scarcely any considera­ 
tion of how toe proposal will 
affect the major part of the 
United States which is n ot 
within the great cities. : 
The “one man, one vote’* 
logic, if unchallenged, would 
soon have both houses of Con­ 
gress dominated by toe inter­ 
ests of the east and w e s t 
coasts of the United States. 
' A truly representative gov­ 
ernment is one in which all 
interests are represented, and 
decisions reached by consid­ 
eration of an aspects of tha 
g 
roblem. Policies determined 
y an overwhelming vote of 
one Interest would be limited 
in perspective, and hence 
lacking in wiadom.

On Bon d in g 
S tate Hu n t, 
Fish Licen sin g

The State Game Commis­ 
sion has temporarily d eferred 
action on a proposal for on e 
firm to write a blan ket bon d 
on all of Nebraska’s estimat­ 
ed 1,200 ven d ors of hun tin g 
an d fishin g licen ses. 
The offer was explain ed to 
the Commission Frid ay by of­ 
ficers of the Nebraska Ad ­ 
justmen t Corp. of Lin coln . 
The firm offered to b o n d 
each ven d or for $50,000 in re­ 
turn for a $6 per year fee to 
be paid by each ven d or. 
The bon d would be written 
tor toe corporation by an in ­ 
suran ce firm, The Nebraska 
Surety Co. 
Might Be Opposed 
Although the commission ­ 
ers in d icated they liked th e 
proposal, several expressed 
fear that it might be opposed 
by in suran ce compan ies from 
whom the ven d ors may n ow 
buy their bon d s on an in d i­ 
vid ual basis. 
Corporation officers w e r e 
asked to return to the Com­ 
mission ’s May meetin g with a 
possible con tract un d er which 
th e ven d ors could obtain 
bon d s e i t h e r from the cor­ 
poration or th e in suran ce 
compan ies of their choice. 
Ed ward F. Carter Jr., attor­ 
n ey an d an officer of the cor­ 
poration , said he believes $10 
n ow is the least a ven d or can 
pay each year for a min imum 
$2,000 bon d . 
But sin ce the ven d ors n ow 
buy their bon d s in d ivid ually 
from in suran ce compan ies, 
there w a s some question 
whether the cheapest rate is 
$10 or $7. 
Hassle Recalled 
Several commission ers re­ 
called the hassle which d evel­ 
oped previously when Com­ 
mission Director Mel Steen 
ad vised the ven d ors t h e y 
could obtain their bon d s at a 
cheaper rate from a specific 
in suran ce compan y. 
But although Steen was ac­ 
cused in some circles of soli­ 
citin g in suran ce, the Attorn ey 
Gen eral said n othin g would 
be improper about obtain in g 
a blan ket bon d issued by on e 
compan y. 
Some commission ers s a i d 
they question ed the ad visabfl- 
ity of requirin g a ven d or to 
obtain his bon d from on e firm 
oid y ratoer than givin g h im 
toe d iscretion of bayin g from 
Ms local agen t. 
The Commission also m e t 
with d elegation s from three 
town s offerin g sites as possi­ 
ble head quarters for a n e w 
d istrict office.
